Former School Com- 
mitteeman John F. Lyons and 
John G. Wragg have asked and 
been refused by the town, legal 
assistance in their case in- 
volving former Asst. Supt. of 
Schools Edward P. Regan. 

Lyons and Wragg, in a letter 
to Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin in September, referred 
to a communication from the 
town manager last November 
at which time the services of 
Atty. John D. Serino were 
offered to them. Serino was 
provided by the town as counsel 
for Committeeman George F. 
Olesen, also involved in the 
case. 

Lyons and Wragg at that time 
had engaged the services of At- 
ty. David Wright of the Boston 
law firm of Atwood, McGrath 
and Wright, in the suit by 
Regan which asks damages of 
$150,000 from each of the three. 

Lyons, Wragg and Olesen 
voted not to re-elect Regan to 


his position of assistant 
superintendent in April, 1974. 
Regan left the system, after be- 
ing offered another position in 
the school administration. 

His suit charges his civil 
rights were violated. 

Lyons and Wragg, in their 
most recent letter to the town 
manager, pointed out the finan- 
cial burden placed upon them in 
defending their positions and 
actions taken as elected of- 
ficials, has become excessive. 
Costs have been set at about 
$13,00 to date, Lyons told the 
TOWNSMAN Wednesday. 

In replying to the request 
from the two, Austin refused to 
name Atty. Serino. Austin said 
that he had conferred with 
Serino and the selectmen on the 
matter and said that the town- 
appointed counsel for the case 
could not accept Lyons and 
Wragg as clients due to a possi-

Griggs Won't 
Run In March

Frank Griggs, who stunned 
the town with his election to the 
school committee five years 
ago, won’t seek re-election next 
March. 

Griggs, who termed himself a 
‘maverick’? when elected to 
the board in what was con- 
sidered a stunning upset over 
incumbents in 1971, told the 
TOWNSMAN this week, ‘'I 
think I have accomplished what 
I intended, and, I guess, some 
of things I didn’t intend,”’ as he 
indicated he definitely would 
not seek re-election next year. 

In his initial campaign in 
1971, Griggs went against the 
prevailing feeling of the school 
administration at the time in 
opposing a $1,950,000 addition to 
the Doherty school. 

He pointed out that his 
figures showed the need for the

Metric System Workshop Topic 


The first in-service curriculum 
improvement session of the new 
school year was conducted 
recently at the North Andover 
Middle School on Wednesday, 


Sept. 29, and was attended by > 


teachers, kindergarten through 
grade eight, and high school 
representatives. 

The topic of the session was 
“Implementation of Metric 
Measurement System’’. The 
principal speaker was Evan V. 
Johnston, Director of the 
Northeast Metric Resource 
Center, University of 
Massachusetts. Also on the 
speaking program was Richard 
Carbone, Metric Educational 
Specialist, Massachusetts 
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Department of Education. 

Johnston emphasized in his 
talk to teachers that the passage 
of the national legislation for 
adoption of Metric S.I. has 
stimulated conversion activity in 
industry and education. He 
pointed out that much of the 
metric system is used to an ex- 
tent far greater than people 
realize. Most foreign cars are 
metric, all spark plugs are 
metric, all movie film is metric, 
all drugs and chemicals are 
metric, electricity is measured 
in metric terms, as is our money, 
which is base ten and therefore 
metric. 

He recommended the appoint- 
ment of a metric committee 
representative of all schools and 
grade levels to plan for staff 
training and to draw up a 
timetable for implementing 
metric education. 

Carbone spoke of the availabili- 
ty of resources offered by the 
State Department of Education 
to further the cause of metric 
education. 

Following the speaking 
program, teachers visited four 
stations where they performed 
metric measurements which

Industry Most Desirious 
Residents Tell Committee 


Andover residents appear to 
be interested in the obtaining of 
clean industry for the com- 
munity, no new school con- 
struction, rather additions to 
present buildings, improve- 
ment of the Central Business 
District and maintaining the 
quality of schools. 

The community is not so 
much interested in public tran- 
sit except for the elderly, and 
extension of the sewer system, 
except those most personally 
effected. 

As could be expected, 
generally townspeople are con- 
cerned about keeping a 
reasonable tax rate. 

These are some of the conclu- 
sion reached following a survey 
conducted by the Growth Policy 
Committee, which is preparing 
the town’s statement in that 
regard for the state office of 
planning. 

The committee, headed by 
Dr. Lawrence Speigel, chair- 
man of the town’s Industrial 
Development Commission, 
presented the results of the sur- 
vey at a public hearing follow- 
ing the cancelled town meeting 
session Monday night. 

Questionnaires were sent to 
over 8,000 households in An- 
dover and 25 per cent response 
was received. Results given 
townspeople Monday night 
were based on the evaluation of 
the more 2,200 responses 
received. 

The 25 per cent response is 
considered excellent, by Assis- 
tant Town Manager Sheldon 
Cohen, who has been overseeing 
the survey process and working 
with the development of the 
town’s Growth Policy state- 
ment to be submitted to the 
State. 

Chairman Speigel informed 
the Monday hearing that the 
results were surprising in some 
areas, such as the desire for in- 
dustrial development.

Perhaps it’s a human 
characteristic to be constantly 
considering the next step one is 
to take. Some of the humans on 
which the burden of this con- 
templation are conferred are:

Perry, Miss Isabelle M. Phelan 
and Winston Ryan - - in short, the 
Guidance Department of An- 
dover High School. 

In this case, the ‘‘next step”’ is 
the subject on which the minds of 
a good number of seniors and 
juniors, as well as faculty and the 
aforementioned solons of 


Guidance, are focused this 
autumn: the subject of higher 
education.

However, most mortals do not 


exhibit such promise; the 
probl,ems begin with two distinct 
groups: those wealthy enough to 
afford college but a bit shaky 
with regard to the academics, 
and those who could handle the 
work but willnever have the 
money. 


In the former group, it’s nail- 
biting time; in the latter, it’s 
pray-for-a-miracle time. 

Guidance at AHS has had to 
deal with both groups, and all 
that lay in between, for many 
years. Sometimes their success 
is to be marvelled at; at other 
times - - such as last year, when, 
for instance, some of the highest- 
ranked seniors in the school were 
turned down by major colleges.

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The purpose of College Night, 
perhaps, is to bring applicant and 
institute together, to find out if 
one truly compatible with the 
other, to allow the applicant and 
parents to find out more about 
the college and question a 
representative of the college 
directly, something not easily 
done with a school such as the Air 
Force Academy. 

This may seem to some rather 
early in the year for such an 
event; yet it can be noted that the 
first SAT is to be given on Oct. 12 
and the PSAT - - a sort of prac- 
tice for the SAT/Achievement, 
with scholarship money in the 
bargain - - on Oct. 19 and 23. 

Furthermore, the regular 
registration date for the second 
test date - - Nov. 6 - - has already 
past. For juniors and seniors that 
are taking college boards this 
year, much time has already 
transpired. In many college level 
English classes, paper-bound 
volumes titled ‘‘Junior English 
Review” or ‘Senior English 
Review” are being exhumed 
from the storerooms, to 
thoroughly acquaint students 
with the ‘system’ employed in 
the PSAT/NSMQT, SAT, and 
Achievement tests, the nuances 
therein, and the determination of 
score therefrom. 

Much discussion goes on as to 
whether a_ standardized test 
should be given where students 
must learn the ‘system’ in order 
to score well on the test. 
Educational Testing Services, 
distributors of the tests, is a well- 


established organization that is . 


not easy to change, though the 
national and local averages fall 
lower every year, to the dismay 
and chagrin of many. 

But, to a student with college 


on his mind, the tests must be 
taken, the system must be 
learned: there will be no substan- 
tial change in the format, presen- 
tation, or function of the tests 
this year, and most colleges 
suggest (or insist) that the SAT 
at least be taken, with an ap- 
preciable score. The guideline is 
this: breaking 1000, or 1100 as a 
total of both Verbal and Math 
SAT gives the applicant a fair to 
good chance at a majority of 
colleges. Naturally this is not all- 
inclusive: MIT would require, 
probably, a 700 in Math for 
anyone wishing to apply himself 
in that field. 

So: is college a key to a 
promising future, or a waste of 
money for the amount spent? 

For upperclassmen at AHS, 
there is no way of really know- 
ning - - until next year.

AFRICAN REPORT: The 
Central Intelligence Agency has 
reported that only U.S. interven- 
tion can save the white Rhode- 
sian regime in Africa.

CUSTERS’ PARDON: Six 
weeks ago, we told the story of 
Peter Custers in this column. He 
is a Dutch newsmanpwho studied 
in this country.

His family and friends 
feared for his life. 

They told us that the 
Bangladesh authorities were try- 
ing to force him to identify his 
news sources and to testify 
against them. The authorities in- 
sisted, however, that he had 
been conspiring with left-wing 
elements to overthrow the 
government. 

Custers’ friends asked us to in- 
tervene to save his life. They 
thought we might have some in- 
fluence with the authorities 
because our reporting helped 
win Bangladesh its indepen- 
dence in 1971. So we made a 
quiet, personal appeal to the 
Bangladesh government to free 
the imprisoned newsman. 

Later, we were depressed to 
learn that Custers had been con- 
victed and sentenced to a long 
prison term. But then a top 
Bangladesh official called to in- 
form us that Custers had 
received a pardon. Our direct 
appeal, he said, had swung the 
decision. 

CAMPAIGN STRATEGY: 
In the Carter camp, strategists 
are considering a ploy that could 
make Watergate a major gem- 
paign issue. They may call upon 
President Ford to release all the 
White House tapes of his private 
conversations with his pre- 
decessor, Richard Nixon. 

Ford could hardly refuse with- 
out leaving the impression that 
he had something to hide. The

August ‘72-'76 issues of your 
sister paper, the Lawrence Eagle 
Tribune. Compare them with 
those of the direct-bused public 
elementary students, both then 
and now.

parents’ concern for equal treat- 
ment of elementary school 
children (and the will to openly 
express it) results in ‘‘fairly 
serious charges’. On the other 
hand if we have here a veiled 
threat of action of some sort, 
keep in mind that similar tactics 
have not worked in the past. 


Since the Superintendent’s state- 
ment during the campaign that I 
was unqualified to serve on the 
School Committee, numerous 
threats and pressures of various 
kinds have been brought to bear 
to influence my actions. None 
worked. None have prevented me 
from enunciating my _ position 
and, when possible, taking the 
deliberate action which I felt 
would improve Andover’s 
educational system. Regarding 
going to the Superintendent, you 
answer yourself. According to 
your editorial, Seifert ‘‘has 
enough things to worry about”’. 
This viewpoint, along with his 
anti-conservative antagonistic 
attitude, too often pervades his 


response. The recent high school : 


roofing fiasco is a recent case in 
point (refer to school committee 
tapes). Along with the others, I 
have found from experience that 
positive response by Seifert to 
constructive comments is rather 
unlikely. 

4. On “‘traditional causes ar- 
dent proponent’’ (various posi- 
tion papers and policies): I 
return your accolade in the same 
spirit. Supt. Seifert is a West 
Coast educational liberal. The 
Townsman’s editors are known 
as staunch sympathizers and sup- 
porters of liberal positions. 

9. On “‘getting’’ someone: Your 
vivid imagination suggests to the 
reader that I’m trying to ‘“‘get’’ 
someone. One might draw the in- 
ference that some individual or 
some group harbors incipent 
paranoia if every letter and com- 
ment against the school ad- 
ministration is hysterically 
translated into a projected effort 
to ‘‘get’’ someone.

to support points and (3) inter- 
view people with other than the 
Superintendent’s party line. A 
Single input from a Superinten- 
dent whose distaste for conser- 
vatives, traditionalists and 
basics proponents is all too well 
known and documented, appears 
to serve the best interests of the 
electorate poorly when published 
on the Townsman’s editorial 
page.
